Plans for a “12-or 15-store” shopping center 
in the Romulus City Hall area are on the 
drawing board. The Romulus Roman has 
lea rned 

The shopping center construction will be 
followed soon after by a high-rise senior 
citizens housing complex. 

Although city officials are keeping the 
“wraps” on most of the details of the future 
projects. Romulus Mayor Terry L. Troutt 
said the shopping center alone is expected to 
be “in excess of 20 acres near the city hall, 
probably with 12 or 15 stores.” 

HE SAID plans are not even in the blueprint 
stage yet, but that the developers are at- 


tempting to recruit companies to lease store 
space in the center. 

Troutt said he anticipates that the shopping 
center and subsequent high-rise housing will 
pave the way for further commercial 
development 

“It could develop into a central develop- 
ment area,” he added. “I imagine a lot of 


activities would take place in the same area 
once this gets going.” 

Troutt is most pleased over the prospect of 
obtaining the senior citizens housing, since 
Romulus lacks any such facility. The city’s 
goal is to have federal and state subsidized 
housing for seniors, but that goal is 
unreachable until new shopping facilities are 
built. 


TO BE SUBSIDIZED, which will allow 
tenants to pay a rent based on income, the 
housing unit must have a shopping center no 
more than 500 feet away, he said. 

“Wecould build a direct-rent project where 
everybody pays the same rent, but not very 
many people could live there,” he added. 
"But the city would like some of the housing 


in the building to be subsidized. It’s verv 
important here because there are many low- 
income senior citizens.'’ 

Troutt said the builders cannot even submit 
an application for the housing construction 
until the shopping center plans are finalized. 

Another privately-owned shopping center 
with four or five stores is proposed for the 
Wayne-Van Born roads area, near the Wayne- 
Beverly urban renewal area. However, r 
Troutt said the shopping center will oof solve 
the city's shopping woes. 

“The city would rather have a large one. 
TWenty acres or more are needed.” he added. 
“I don't think the city wants to establish a 
piece-by-piece shopping area.”

Airport growth concern rises; 


Other communities back fight

Although Romulus is footing the bill 
alone for its court battie against further 
runway expansion at Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport, the city by no 
means should harbor any f ears of being 
alone in its concern. 

Neighboring communities are behind 
Romulus. 100 per cent, they claim, 
although for different reasons, they 
actually have as much at stake in the 
court fignt as Romulus. 

“There’s no effort Romulus can take 
that will be too strong in attempting to 
control the airport’s expansion,” said 
Van Buren Township Supervisor G. 
Elton Gollwitzer ‘‘Somebody needs to 
be working on pu ting the brakes on this 
thing. 

ROMULUS IS IN the midst of a legal 
hattle with the Wayne County Road 
Commission (WCRC), which operates 
the airport for the county. The WCRC 
plans to lengthen an east-west runway 
which Romulus claims will w-orsen the 
aircraft noise problem in the city. The 
city, board of education and 
homeowner Fouad Berry are plaintiffs 
in a suit seeking an injunction against 
further building at the airport. 

Gollwitzer is interested in the case 
because the WCRC is seeking to pur- 
chase Willow Run Airport within the 
township. The airport is owned by the 
University of M ichigan and a sale to the 
WCRC would pave the way for an ex- 
pansion program there, too 
Van Buren is opposed to any ex- 
pansion of the cargo airport, which 
once was the major airport for southern 
Michigan. 

In addition, the runway expansion at 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport likely 
would increase air traffic over Van 
Buren Township. 

' “THE TOWNSHIP has to fight as 
hard as it can every inch of the way to 
stop the W r CRC from enlarging Willow 
Run if it purchases it,” Gollw itzer said. 
"The commission already has ruined 
development in the township by stating 
its plans for expansion 
“1 think that until they (road com- 
mission) have all of Wayne County 
transformed into an airport they won't 
stop,” he continued “The WCRC is 
trying to quietly get control of Willow 
Run and we’re trying to keep them 
from it We’ve made some moves that 
wiD make it very difficult for them to 
expand.” 

Gollwitzer said those “moves” in- 
cluded purchasing land which will be 
needed for any expansion 

“But the way the road commission 
goes about getting things, you have to 
take a strong position like Romulus is,” 
he said. 

“VAN BUREN is sympathetic with the 
county; we feel there should be a big 
airport in this area But it shouldn't 
have to serve such a big area like it 
does Metro should be developed to take 
care of our area, and other airports 
should be built to take care of other 
areas. Instead, Metro keeps getting 
bigger and bigger 

"Were behind Romulus — more 
power to them.” he said “They should 
keep trying It will be good for the 
community in the long run ” 

Taylor Mayor S Richard Marshall 
indicated his city’s support of Romulus’ 
court efforts, too 

“Taylor supports Romulus’ case but 
far different reasons.” Marshall said 
•Romulus is complaining because of 
the loss of tax hase caused by the air- 
port’s taking over so much land, but so 
far Taylor hasn’t lost any land. 

"OUR MAJOR area of concern is 
aircraft noise and how that will in- 
crease if the airport expands 
"There are some properties within 
TUylor that are deemed within the 
flight patterns, which places strict 
construction rules on the land It’s 
almost impossible to get financing for 
the properties 

The central western and nor- 
thwestern portions of Taylor are most 
affected bv air traffic. Marshall said. 


And homes in those areas continually 
are losing value. 

He admitted, however, that Taylor 
has maintained a good relationship 
with the WCRC, while Romulus’ 


relationship with the same body is 
becoming strained. 

“I understand the county’s position, 
because they obviously are interested 
in developing an airport,” Marshall 


said. “We’ve had opportunities to meet 
and discuss any problems we’ve had, 
but I guess it’s a different story if they 
are'taking hundreds of acres from your 
city like in Romulus.” 


Homeowner criticizes 
Milliken's non-support 


The Romulus homeowner who is a plaintiff with the city 
and school district in a court fight to stop /the expansion 
program at Detroit Metropolitan Airport yesterday 
criticized Gov. William Milliken for his- decision not to 
support Romulus. 

“He’s really let us down,” said Fouad Berry, who wrote 
the governor asking for his help in convincing the Wayne 
County Road Commission (WCRC) to curtail its runway 
expansion plans. The WCRC operates the airport. 

According to Berry, Milliken replied in a letter that he 
was not allowed to become involved in the issue because it 
has entered into litigation on the part of the court 

BUT THE ATTORNEY representing the Romulus 
parties, Jerrold Fadem of Beverly Hills, Calif., called 
Milliken’s reply a “cop-out,” and said any public official 
can become involved in a legal matter after it has entered 
into litigation. 


"Any official who tells you he can’t is not interested in 
' »he people.” Fadem told Berry. “What Milliken did was a 
cop-out.” 

Berry said the governor is required “to represent the 
public, and we think there is a lot of things he could do — 
especially since he is influential with the state legislature. 

“At least he could give us an audience,” Berry said. 

BERRY ADDED that Milliken’s reply read: “I know 
this case affects many people, but I have been advised 
that since it is in litigation I can’t make any judgement.” 

Berry said he received a similar reply from U S. Sen. 
Philip Hart after requesting his help 

In the meanwhile, the date for the hearing on the 
county’s motion to dismiss Romulus’ lawsuit has been 
postponed again — this time to Sept. 9 before Judge 
Cornelia G. Kennedy in U S. District Court in Detroit. 

It was the second postponement of the hearing. 


Owner of mobile park

Therefore, to comply with the 
building code and to meet the

All but two of the residents eventually

Romulus city officials have elected to 
try again in November to gain voter 
approval of several city charter 
amendment proposals, defeated Aug. 6 
The city council last week voted to 
place five of the original six proposals 
on the Nov. 5 general election ballot. 

One proposal, to amend the salaries 
of the administrative secretaries to the 
mayor, clerk and treasurer, was killed 
by the council after Romulus City 
Attorney William S. Munger revealed 
that the current charter actually 


already allows the city to amend the 
salary stipulations 

Romulus City Clerk Leonard Folmar 
said the wording of the other five 
propositions will remain unchanged 
when they are placed back on the 
ballot 

But. the city isn’t going to go down 
without a fight next time, he added. 

Mayor Terry L. Troutt believes the 
amendments were defeated Aug 6 
largely because of the voters being 
unaware of what they were voting for.

It produced paradox

Watergate makes us aware of strength

Thank goodness, Watergate produced a paradox 

Instead of shattering or even damaging the United 
States, it made Americans more aware than ever before 
of the unique strength of their system of government and 
its almost miraculous powers of revival 

As the twilight settled over the administration of 
Richard M Nixon, there was a marked absence of 
gloating, recrimination or even partisanship The way 
was cleared for Nixon’s departure without the clash of 
sullen mobs in the streets 

SUDDENLY THE focus was on the new president, 
Gerald R Ford, an occupant of the vice-president’s office 
for only eight months A sort of New Year’s Eve at- 
mosphere developed 

The future would be better. Ford, the hope ran. would 
correct old mistakes His theme would be honesty and 
openness 

Old as it is, the Constitution of the United States came 
through Watergate unbattered. Operating separately, the 
judicial and legislative arms of the government halted the 
executive’s abuse of pow f er. Pragmatic considerations 
took over then providing for a quick transfer of power at 
the Wjriite House , 


'Historians may regard Watergate as a unique sort 
of American triumph.' 


Very few countries in the world could have expected 
such sweeping results with so little strain to the fabric of 
the governmental system 

EVEN IN GREAT Britain, with its long tradition of 
Parliamentary government, the process of rooting out 
Watergate and related scandals conceivably could have 
been more difficult than it was here 

Late last spring, in conversations this correspondent 
had with reporters in London's Fleet Street, the British 
expressed surprise at the ability of the American media to 
keep digging deeper and deeper into the scandal 

'‘Historians may regard Watergate as a unique sort of 
American triumph,” one politically sophisticated 
Englishman said. “I hope in similar circumstances- the 


British press would meet the challenge the same way. 
Here, though, the old-boy-network would have served to 
keep the press at arms length for a longer time Our strict 
libel laws also would have tended to inhibit us.” 

Someot the more astute editorial writers on continental 
newspapers made the point that Watergate showed the 
American political system has the capability of purifying 
itself much as a fast running stream can clean a forest 
lake. 

WESTERN Kremlinologists closely watched the Soviet 
Union s reaction to Watergate 

First they wanted to see if the Russians were tempted 
by the changing of Presidents in Washington to try a 
power play somewhere in the world Up to now, Moscow 


has refrained from rocking the boat, possibly because the 
transition from Nixon to Ford was carried out so fast. 

Obviously, the whole Watergate affair made Soviet 
rulers extremely nervous. Leonid I. Brezhnev, first 
secretary of the Communist Party, has invested con- 
siderable personal prestige on the concept of Soviet- 
American detente Nixon was at the other end of the 
negotiations for this. 

In Russia it is dangerous for any Communist leader to 
get too friendly with a leader of the Capitalist world. W r hen 
that Capitalist turns out to be a loser, the risk is doubled 

THAT UNDOUBTEDLY was one reason the Soviet 
media ignored Watergate for so long and keep most of the 
details from the Russian public 

There is another more sinister reason, however 
Watergate demonstrated that Americans, when aroused, 
will demand an accounting from their leaders, no matter 
how powerful they are.

The fact that the City of Romulus in January 
approved a certificate of occupancy and in June an 
operator's license for the Abbey Inn. and then in 
August plans to take the motel owner to court for 
alleged building and fire protection code violations, 
doesn't seem right 

But placing fault with the city for certifying a^ 
building or with the motel owner for allegedly 
having an unsafe building is not important. What is 
important is the safety for the people who stay in the 
motel on Merriman Road. 

Regardless if the city placed its stamp of ap- 
proval on the motel earlier this year, if the motel is 


unsafe Romulus should see to it that the business is 
closed down 

If the city made a mistake on June 4 and declared 
the motel to be “absolutely fire proof and in good 
condition,” then that mistake should be rectified 
for the safety of anyone staying at or working in the 
Abbey Inn 

But the attorney for the inn, Albert Sugar, said the 
move by Romulus officials “smacks of harassment, 
and Abbey Inn is interested in defending its good 
name.” 

Romulus Mayor Terry L. Troutt is charging that 
"it is a wood, pre-fab type of building with no fire 
doors or stairwell doors and it would melt down in 


nothing Hat, if there really was a big fire there. *’ 

And Sugar counters that the city codes does not 
require masonry walls and that the wood used in 
the building is “treated and fire resistant.” 

Aside from that he said Abbey Inn recently called 
in an engineering architect who gave the inn a clean 
bill of health 

The safety of Abbey Inn must be determined It 
should be closed down if it does not meet safety 
codes Or its good name should be cleared if it does 

Regardless, a decision on Abbey Inn ntel be 
made soon. The safety for the hundreds of residents 
who stay in the motel monthly is at stake

SUCH POWERS are not limited to 
OSHA and the IRS. They are becoming 
daily more common throughout the 
federal government 
Consider the case of the Marlin Toy & 
Electric Co. The; small lYisconsin 
manufacturer was told by the Food and 
Drug Ad mi ms t rat ion inNov^piber 1972, 
that two d its most popular! oys were 


hazardous to chilcken and therefore 
would have to be removed from the 
market 

The company complied with the 
order and removed the toys from the 
market, redesigned them to eliminate 
all possibility of hazard, and submitted 
the new toys to the FDA for approval in 
time for the 1973 Chrstmas season And 
FDA did approve 

Happy ending? No. 

The Consumer Product Safety 
Commission, another federal agency, 
neglected to remove the Marlin 
products from its holiday list of banned 
toys Thus, for the second Christmas 
season in a row. Marlin was unable to 
sell its two bcst-seQing products 

THE COMMISSION apologized to 
Marlin for its “editorial error" and 
promised to correct the mistake in the 
next issue of its list But by then the 
company virtually was out of business, 
having had to by off most of its 100 
employes 

Marlin cannot even sue — Decause 
the Federal Tort Oaims Act does not 
permit recovery for such offenses as 
misrepresentation or false statements 
by federal authorities Sen. Proxmire 
iJMVis i and Helms <R-N.C.) and Rep 
Kastenmeier <I>Wis.) have introduced 
private lulls in an attempt to com 
pensate the company. But that’s a 1- 
shot remedy, at best

Does removal of the eyes mar the 
appearance of the body 0 No 
Enucleation < removal' of eyes is 
carefully done and modern morticians 
close the eyes so skillfully that they 
appear normal 

Eyes for transplants have to be 
removed within two to four hours after 
death They are good for corneal 
trarbplants for approximately 24 to 4B 
hours 

Any eye from a person between one 
and f if ty years of age can be used even 
those who have had certain types of 
operations In the event a patient is not 
available within the time limit needed 
touse fresh tissue, theeyesare shipped 
to eye-banks to allc*v for redistribution 
else where 

If a donated eye is diseased or cannot 
hr* used for grafting it is carefully 
studied in research to help find causes 
and cures for blindness If there is any 
doubt as to whether the eye is suitable 
or not, I suggest the judgment be left to 
the eye surgeon 

It certainly takes a lot of courage and 
self-restraint to think and fie Ip someone 
else when a close member of the family 
dies It is obviously a very traumatic 
situationandthal is why one must think 
about it now and ready himself before 
the shock of death happens 

It is extremely difficult to approach 
the father and mother whose son has 
just ded and ask for his eyes 

It seems callous and crude to disturb 
the people but the fact is the son is 



dead; nothing will bring him back, and 
what could be a better eulogy' than to 
have part of this person "live” and be 
i*ed to complete and help fulfill 
another human s Itfe instead of rotting 
away in a grave.

Long before the white man 
arrived on this continent the 
bears and the Incfians were 
enjoying a sweet treat they 
found growing around here 
and there. 

How long the real natives of 
our country had been feasting 
on blueberries is not known, 
since bears don’t talk and the 
Indians didn’t keep a record. 
They did, however, keep a 
recipe or two in mind to hand 
down from generation to 
generation Just as we do now. 

For instance, here’s one that 
Samuel de Champlain 
recorded in his jourral in 1616. 
He found Indians near Lake 
Huron gathering blueberries 
for their winter store. “After 
drying the berries in the sun, 
the Indians beat them into a 
powder and added this powder 
to parched meal to make a 
efish called Sautauthig We 
found it to be delicious." 

Like the Americans who 
came later to settle his land, 
the American Indian ap- 
parently had a year-round 
lunger for blueberries. Lewis 
and Clark on their journey into 
the Northwest Territory found 
Indians smoke-drying 
blueberries to use during the 
winter in stews, soups and 
with meats. 

Way back then, blueberry 
lovers knew that this little 
plump berry had a way of 
dispelling the blues. It was, as 
itHs. a happy jdea — a tasteful 
treat to bring smiles to 
people’s faces. And if a bear 
ever smiles it has to be w hen 
he wanders into a blueberry' 
patch. 

A fine way to bring about 
happy expressions is to 
prepare and serve the recipes 
shown here. The Very 
Blueberry Pie is a classic It 
doesn’t go back as far as the 
first settlers, but the original 
recipe was said to have been 
devised by a man who ran a 
post house on the Boston Post 
Road People planned their 
trips to stop off at 
Billingsbrook’s inn and many 
of them insisted it was 
because they wanted a piece 
of Billingsbrook’s Blueberry 
Pie And to hear again his oft- 
repeated story about how 


blueberries helped the 
Pilgrims survive that terrible 
First winter. The friendly 
Indians gifted them with 
blueberries they had 
preserved 

The lattice- top blueberry pie 
may seem more traditional to 
many. That’s because this 
form of decorating pies has 
always been used by 
American homemakers. It 
began with mincemeat pies in 
England at Christmastime. 
The lattice-top represents the 
hayrack of a stable, com- 
memorating the birth of the 
Christchild in a lowly manger. 
The pioneer women naturally 
made their pies out of the 
fruits they found here — but 
decorated them in the same 
way that their mothers had 
with other fruits in another 
land. 

The Blueberry Tarts make a 
modern convenience out of 
this very convenient berry. 

VERY BLUEBERRY PIE 
4 cups fresh blueberries, 
washed and drained

Smart buyers 


freeze foods 
at sale time

Smart shoppers in Western Wayne County often freeze the 
many fruits and vegetables available during the peak 
growing season for use during the colder months , when 
supermarket prices for such items rise. 

For instance, the peak season for blueberries in Michigan 
is August, so a wise shopper may choose to stock up on fresh 
blueberries while they are available now. 

But before stocking your home freezer, make sure it ac- 
' tually freezes. Food Inspection officials of the Michigan 
Department of Agriculture say freezer temperatures should 
be set at zero degrees Fahrenheit or lower for best results. 
Food held at 15 degrees may feel solid but is less firmly 
frozen than food at zero degrees When held the same length 
of time, the zero degree food will be superior in color, flavor 
and texture. 

You can check ywr freezer temperature with a freezer or 
outdoor thermometer. As a rule of thumb, if it can’t keep ice 
cream brick solid, the temperature is above the recom- 
mended level. 

To get the greatest use out of your freezer and reduce 
operating cost per pound of food, MDA officials recommend 
you keep it fully stocked and maintain a rapid rate of tur- 
nover, at least every six months. 

When using a seasonal plan you are more likely to meet 
your family’s needs and preferences. Fobd will have better 
flavor and food value if not held for the maximum storage 
period. 

Stretch food dollars by buying fruits and vegetables now, at 
the peak of Michigan's growing season. Most quality fruits 
and vegetables may be frozen from 8 to 12 months in 
moisture-proof materials such as aluminum foil, 
polyethylene bags, freezer film wrap, and plastic freezer 
containers. 

Michigan is tops in the nation in blueberry production and 
freezing blueberries is an easy process. 

Select plump, firm berries with a dark blue color and 
silvery bloom. MDA officials say the silvery bloom is a 
protective waxy coating provided by nature to seal in flavor 
and juices. v 

Some home economists recommend you blanch berries for 
about one minute to keep skins tender. They may be frozen 
either sugared or unsugared. Package in convenient size 
containers, label, seal and store immediately. You can use 
them all year ’round. 

If blueberry pie is a favorite in your household, why not 
prepare several pints of pie filling at one time and store in 
your freezer? Fresh fruit pie fillings can be stored from four 
to six months. 

Or, you can prepare whole berry pies, baked or unbaked, 
and freeze, allowing about one pint of filling for an 8-inch pie. 

Buy fresh Michigan beef, pork and poultry in quantity 
when specials are offered by area supermarkets Ap- 
proximate storage time at zero degrees varies for different 
cuts so it’s best to check a reliable freezer storage chart for 
guidelines.

Smoke halfway and only 40 
per cent of the total tar and 
nicotines in the cigarette will 
reach the body. 

—Take fewer draws on each 
cigarette, put it in an ashtray 
between puffs instead of 
holding it. 

—Reduce inhaling. Tak 
short, shallow drags and 
remember, that is not fresh 
mountain air coming from the 
cigarette. 

—Smoke fewer cigarets 
each day. Pick z time not to 
smoke, such as before break- 
fast, on the way to work, or 
between specified hours. Then 
makeita habit Also.makean 
effort to think each time 
before picking up a cigarette. 

The idea behind all these 
suggestions, according to the 
booklet, is to change the 
smoker’s habit patterns.

ATTENDING 
Merriman Elementary 
School, currently are paying 
50 cents for school lunches, 
prepared by the Mass Feeding 
Corp of Livonia 

Janack said that a 
feasibility study presently is 
under way to determine the 
cost of establishing a new 
lunch serving program at 
Merriman similar to the 
program existing at the 
Beverly. Gordomer and 
Romulus Schools 

Federal money financed 75 
per cent of the installation 
costs of cafeteria equipment 
at the three schools 

The areas served by the 
three schools were eligible for 
funds under the federal lunch 
serving programs, school 
officials said

EPA regional office inspects pump 


The Midwest Regional 
Office of the US. En- 
vironmental Protection 
Agency <EPA) has launched 
the first service station in- 
spection i>rog r am ni t he nation 
this week in six Midwestern 
states including Michigan, to 
insure the availability of 
unleaded gasoline required for 
most 1975 cars. 

Unleaded gasoline is needed 
for the proper operation of the 
catalytic converter, a 
pollution control device which 
will be on most new cars. 

EPA said the autos will 
enjoy better gas mileage, 
longer spark-plug and exhaust 
system life, less oil con- 
tamination and lower 
maintenance costs as a direct 
result of the catalytic con- 
verter and unleaded gas. 

THE PROGRAM is part of 
an EPA inspection program 
which also has started in other 
states throughout the nation. 


EPA regulations adopted 
under t he Clean Air Act of 1970 
require all gas stations which 
sold at least 200,000 gallons in 
any year since 1970 to offer at 
least one grade of unleaded 
gas by July 1 of this year. 

Approximately 110,000 gas 
stations should have at least

Students in grades seven to 
12 who ride the school bus in 
the Van Buren Public School 
District for the first time will 
be required to have iden- 
tification cards under a new 
transportation program ap- 
proved by the Van Buren 
Board of Education 
The identification card 
program was presented at a 


recent board session by of- 
ficials of the Michigan School 
Bus Service Co., operators of 
the district’s transportation 
system 

Under the program, the 
firm and the school district 
will share the cost of I.D. 
cards forabout 4,000 students 

THE CARDS will be color 
coded for junior and senior 


high school students and have 
the students' pictures on it 
The estimated cost of the card 
will be about $1. 

According to Robert Ru- 
dat, local manager of the 
company, the purpose of the 
cards is to control the 
capacities of buses, since 
many students use other buses 


which they are not assigned to 
ride. 

“This causes overloading on 
some buses, creating con- 
fusion and behavioral 
problems as to who sits where 
along with bus stop fights and 
arguments,” Rudat said. He 
added: “This also would
